DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Previous Rejections 
The non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection based on co-pending 
application 1 1/205,557 has been withdrawn in view of the applicants' amendment to claim 1 in 
application 11/205,557 filed September 28, 2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 81 are allowable over the cited prior art because the cited prior art does not 
teach or suggest a composition comprising an electrocatalyst alloy particles, wherein 

(iii) the sum of the concentrations of platinum and copper in the electrocatalyst alloy 
particles is greater than 98 atomic percent, and 

(iv) a particle size distribution of the electrocatalyst alloy particles is such that at least 80 
percent of the particles are within about 75 to about 125 percent of the average particle size.
